Chemical aud bacteriological 
examinations were made, and both re- 
vealed the fact that no poison was used 
by the murderer. 


Immediately after the death of the 


president one of the staff physieiaus In 
attendance on the president express*I 
the opinion that the bullets might have 
been poisoned.

The Royal 1'ttlr Leave Canada. 
Ottawa, Out, Sept. 23.—The Duke 


and Duchess of York spent yesterday 
at Hldeuu Hall resting after a week of 
travel and receptions. They attended 
Beivice at Ctirissl cathedral at 11 
o'clock,' and that was their only public 
appearance during the day. They were 
accompanied by Hon. Derek ICeppel, 
and a troop of Royal Canadian dra- 
goons formed their escort. There was 
a platoon of police at the door of the 
church, and police in civilian dress 
ttilngled In the crowds on the streets 
and about the cathedral. Today they 
will be taken through the timber slides 
on the Ottawa river and then down the 
river to Rockllffe in Indian canoes 
and lumbermen's boats.

"With the news of the murder of Lin- 


cola theie came to New York every other 
terrible message. The oflice of The Trib- 
une of course received echoes of all the 
dispatches which showed the alarm at 
Washington. There were orders for th« 
arrest of this man, there were suspicious 
of the loyalty of that man. No one knew 
what the morrow might bring. 


"In the midst of the anxiety of such 


hours to Mr. Gay, the acting editor of 
that paper, there entered the foreman of 
the typesetting room. He biought with 
him the proof of Mr. Greeley'u leading 
article, as he had left it before leaving 
the citj for the day. It was a brutal, bit- 
ter, sarcastic personal attack on Presi- 
dent Lincoln, the man who when Gay 
read the article was dying in Washing- 
ton.

SCHWAB AND LABOR UNIONS 


I* the Trtmt Mn«nato n» Mean a Man 


an He Would Have UN Believe? 


[Special Correspondence.] 


There lie before me as I write a 


picture of Charles M. Schwab, presi- 
dent of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, arid some statements made by 
him about the labor nnions ««fi the 
v.'orkiiigmen. The following is what 
appears: 


'•The question of organized labor is 


not a question, of wages. It is a ques- 
tion of more vital Importance. 
It is a 


question of administration, of running 
your own works in your own way. I 
h;ne nothing to do with labor organi- 
zation, but if I was a workingman, and 
. was at one time, I would not belong 
,o a labor organization. They put all 
men on the same level. 


"If I was a bright, alert, competent 


man, I would not be put in the same 
class with the poorest man. 
Organ- 


zed labor means that no man can ad- 
vance unless all the others advance." 


I used "appears" advisedly in allud- 
g to Mr. Schwab's statement because 


there is so much more in it than ap- 
pears, iii the printed word. Interpreted 
if-coiding to its spirit, tins is what Mr. 
Schwab says: "If I were in a ship- 
wreck, I would rush for the lifeboat 
and leave all the weaker men, women 
and children to look out for themselves.

child)cu and wet my feet in their 
hearts' blood." 


This is the spirit of what Mr. 


Schwab feajs, and jet I cannot think 
he- knows what manner of spint he is 
of. It is an old sajiug that to the 
man wearing given spectacles every- 
thing looks green. To the man wear- 
ing commercial spectacles everything 
hours a comineicial nppeaiauce. Not 
lor it moment can I believe that Mr 
Silnvab would act, In case of a ship 
wiock or a Hie, as in indicated by what 
he writes he would do as a working- 
man. 


I Ini'iglne that his actions, tianplated 


Into words, would be these. "I afti 
luight, aleit and competent. I am not 
u pig; 1 am a man. AH such these 
men and women are my brothers and 
sisters. They may not be blight, alert 
and competent. All the more, then, 
tlu'i need inc. I am now a cowardly 
hi ute to seek my own safely and wel- 
fare regnidh'hs of my comrades In 
danger. My bi ightncbs, alertness and 
competent (• shall be used In I heir serv 
ice At least I can sec that the strong 
<nes among them do not foiget that 
they me men and, like beasts, tiample 
down the weak ones. If I were to 
save my life now, while there Is hope 
of rescue, and leave those to perish 
whom I might help, the shame and re 
grct of it would haunt me as loug as I 
live." 


Of course Mr. Schwab would not stop 


to icason tliis all out. Being "bright, 
alert and competent," as by implica- 
tion he snyi he is 
1, he would act In- 


htantly, and, not Inning on his coin- 
men I'd glasses, he would act like "a 
man and a brother." 


Nothing ei er showed me the utter in- 


humanity of our present business con- 
dition so plainly as Mr. Schwab's opin- 
ion of the labor unions and the work- 
iugmen. Geneial Sherman said, "War 
In hell." lie might have added, "It 
makes devils of men." The saying is 
just us true of industrial war as of auy 
other kind. 


Whether or not it is true that "or- 


ganized labor meanb that no mail can 
advance unless all the others advance,." 
It .seems to me quite true that organ- 
ized labor musit come to mean that bo- 
fore it can accomplish any permanent 
good.

"bright, alert and competent" man who 
stays by his comrades and refuses to 
he advanced "unless all the others ad- 
vance." 


There Is still room for heroism, for 


tenderaess, for truth and bravery in 
this awful class struggle, however 
much Such qualities may he derided as 
sentimental and unbusinesslike.

probably all \\oineu, wish they knew how 
nuiuy lifeboats stood between them, ami 
a vattny grave. '

When the manager of one of the lines 
| of oc>ean steamers ^as asked what prepa- 
' latiao his company makes for ba\ing pas- 
bt-ugfi's in cas?e of accident, he said: 


In the first place, \\e don't expect to 


hav« an accident." 


"But if you do?" 
"Then we have lifeboats, life preserv- 


ers, life rafts, lifelines and all the para- 
phemalia requited by law. 
Our steam- 


ers sail bet-ween New York and uu Eng- 


port and are therefore subject to the 


regulations of the British board of trade 
as well as to the American rules. In or- 
der to clear a -vessel carrying passengers 
from a Biitish port -no must be inspected 
or &m\cyed by the Biithh snrvejors be- 
fore we cau get a certificate. This has to 
be done before every dcpaiture from their 
ports. That means we are surveyed by 
their inspectors every few weeks. \Vhcn 
that t.ikes place, all our fire apparatus is 
examined, and we have to go through a 
pait of the boat dtill. A certain number 
of the lifeboats are swung overboard to 
bhow thnt the davits are iu woikiug order, 
and one of them it> lowered to tlie water. 


"\Ve Ubt-d to have drills at sea, but 


thnt meant that tlie whole ship's company 
must appear on deck. The iueinvu came 
up hi their undeishirts or \\itUout them, 
as the case might be. The stewards, the 
tooks, tho butcher, and the baker, and 
the scullion—everjbody turned out. It 
wasn't what you might call a tlre-jsj pa- 
inJe, and v»c ga\u it up. Drills are had in 
poit now. We have lifeboats with a ear- 
ning capacity of 1.500, although we rare- 
h have more than 1,300 or 1,400 souls 
abonid. 
AVben wo have carried over 


1,000 out fiom England, we put on rafts 
lor the balance." 


A big ocean, steamer carries a whole 


fleet of liteboats. Here is the list of the 
bo;its coriied by one of the German 
steamers,: Ten steel boats of a capacity 
of 52(1 cubic feet each, two steel boats of 
IIoO cubic feet each, twelve collapsible 
1 oats of 30-1 cubic foot each and two 
wooden ones of 124 and 15o cubic feet ic- 
fcpeclively. The cubic capacity of a boat 
is of interest because upon that depends 
the number of persons it cau carry. Ac- 
cording to the law iu this country, the 
uurying capacity of a lifeboat on an 
ocean vessel is lound by multiplying the 
cubic oapauty by six ami dividing the re- 
sult by ten. According to this rule, each 
of the largest steel boats above mentioned 
\\ould bo allowed to cany thuty-onc pas- 
sengeis. As a matter of fact, they nre ex- 
pei ted to carry fifty or sixty. 


The lifeboats me always ready for use. 


Thej are not elaborately stocked, but 
each one carries a ccUain list of ai doles 
stowed away so as to economize space as 
much as possible. 
Kach. boat contains 


two casks of water, a case of ship biscuit, 
nine oars, extia oarlocks, sail and mast, 
tiro\\ orks for making signals of distress, 
lumps, oil, boat compass, axes, rope lad- 
ICT with wooden rungs, bailers and plugs 
for s-loppimg leaks. 


The shipping regulations in this coun- 


try requue an annual inspection of steam- 
ci>, which "must be^ made only on wiitten 
application" by the' owner, master or .iu- 
tluuizcd agent. 
Our shipping laws aie 


modeled on those of Groat Britain, but in 
this respect are considerably less ligoi- 
ous. 
We have no inspector to see that 


there is a fire drill or that the life sav- 


appliances are ever tested, except 


once a year "on written application." 
The certificate then issued is good until 
the next annual inspection. As for the 
drills, there is a law requiring them to 
take place once a week, and the fact that 
the dulls aie held to be entered in the log- 
book. Excellent law. If the drill i, al- 
ways held and recorded and the busy in- 
spector looks through the logbook for the 
whole year and satisfies himself that it is 
all there, then the excellent law is most 
excellently observed. 


Here is the British regulation for the 


inspection of steamers carrying passen- 
gers from British ports: "A ship shall not 
clear outward or proceed to sea on any 
voyage unless she has been surveyed un- 
der direction of the immigration officer at 
the port of clearance, but at the expense 
of the owner or charterer thereof, by 
two or more competent surveyors, to be 
appointed, etc. The survey shall be made 
before any portion of the cargo is taken 
on board, except so much as may be 
necessary for ballasting the ship and such 
portion, if laden on hoard, shall be shifted 
if required by the surveyors." 


While the proportion of passengers lost 


at sea is remarkably small, the propor- 
tion of those who die at sea is still small- 
er. Obscuie persons unaccompanied by 
friends are recommended not to shuffle off 
their mortal coil on shipboard unless they 
have a fancy for being buried at sea. 
Steerage passengers who die—and they 
form the majority of those who do—are 
always buried at sea and in very short 
order too. 


In the case of cabin passengers it all 


depends on circumstances. 
All steamers 


carry one special coffin, but as a gtfaeral 
thing only one. This can be hermetically 
Healed and would be used for bringing 
into port the body of any one of especial 
consequence or of any one accompanied 
by friends who objected to a burial at sea.

No other letters but those intended for 
members of the theatrical profession are 
recmed at this postoiiice, and a most 
rigid consul bhip is exercised. 
Outsiders 


and schemci s who might try to itce the 
office for their own purpos.es would fail 
at the outset, for their missives would be 
promptly sent to the general delivi'iy. 


The actors' po'-tolhce was established 


many ycais ago in a corner of the oUioe 
of The Dramatic Mirror, a newspaper de- 
voted to the affairs of stage-land. It has 
never been a very large oilioe, but its 
business and importance to its clients 
have both incicas>cd to such an extent 
that it is now a recognized and necessary 
institution. It is albo oi& ot the bvibii'st 
little offices in the United States, for 
nowadays no actor or actions troubles to 
give a private address. It is taken lor 
granted that all coriespoudcnt;> know 
that the easiest and quickest method of 
sending a letter to a theatrical person is 
to send it to The Mirror oilice. 


In tins way the little otBcc has become 


the dealing house for all theatrical cor- 
respondence. 
Most traveling theatrical 


companies furnish a printed route list, 
\\ith the name of each town and the date 
at which each theater \s ill be visited >lui- 
ing the season, accompanied in each in- !

Two Good Whistlers.

Ernest H. Crosby recently contribut- 


ed an article to the New York Journal's 
symposium in the query, "How Shall 
Labor and Capital Be Reconciled?" 
The following is a portion of Mr. Cros- 
by's very Interesting article: 


Capital and labor are at war. There 


tan be no question about it Pick up 
the morning's paper almost any day of 
the week, and you find accounts of 
strikes and lockouts and trade dis- 
putes. "Let us have peace." all good 
people are crying, but there Is no peace, 
and -we do not seem to know how to se- 
cure It. There are several kinds of 
peace. There Is the peace that prevail- 
ed at Warsaw, a peace founded on mas- 
Eocre and outrage and itself the foun- 
dation of despotism and oppression. 
That is not the kind of peace that we 
long for. There Is a peace that means 
life and a peace that means death, and 
we want the former. It must be a 
peace growing out of an honest attempt 
to establish justice and containing the 
germs of a continuous growth toward 
the ideal of absolute justice. [We want 
nothing less than that 


But first of all we must know what 


the war is about. If you had been alive 
150 years ago and some prophet had 
told you that In the year 1901 one man 
could by means of machinery do the 
work of IS, striking an average for all 
trades and Industries, what would you 
have said? Would you not have ex- 
claimed, "Why, then people will only 
have to work one-thirteenth as much 
as they do now, and with two or three 
hours' work a day they will have all 
the luxuries imaginable." Well, it is a 
fact. Today one man can do as much 
as 13 could In 1750. The wealth of the 
world has Increased enormously. In 
this country especially it Is Increasing 
l>y leaps and bounds, and yet no lets 
an authority than John Stuart Mill 
Bald 20 years ago that it was doubtful 
If machinery had lightened the toil of 
a single workman. This is perhaps an 
exaggeration. A man who has employ- 
ment now usually gets somewhat bet- 
ter pay and works somewhat shorter 
•hours than he did a century and a half 
ago. His scale of living Is somewhat 
higher, but the advance he has made 
bears no comparison whatever with the 
ratio of 1 to 13 iior to the immense in- 
crease In wealth of the community. 


.Where has this new machine made 


.•wealth gone? Look around you and 
eee. One per cent of the families in 
this country own more than half of the 
•wealth. There are several thousands of 
millionaires In New York city alone. 
Forty years ago there were hardly a 
dozen In the country. Theie were no 
tramps In those days either and very 
little talk of the unemployed. Now we 
have a steadily growing army of 
tramps, and they are beginning to 
write books about them, and the unem- 
ployed U always with us. When scar- 
let fever or diphtheria breaks out In a 
town, there la always a good deal of 
consternation. Placards are put on 
booses, families are quarantined, and 
mothers worry over their children. A 
tramp or a nnn spoking work la vain 
is a symptuni <>t ,\ f;n r'-v disease

land and dissecting the an&phele mos- 
quito that carries the contagion. They 
propose to exterminate this pest by ap- 
plications of Standard oil, but they 
have not yet tackled the Standard Oil 
disease itself. 


The gist, then, of the complaint of the 


wage earners—whether they know it or 
not—Is that they do not receive a fair 
share of the wealth which they help to 
produce, and the glance which we have 
taken at the situation would seem to in- 
dicate that there is some Justice In their 
complaint. I have noon the statement 
quoted from Mr. Carroll "Wright, the 
national labor statistician (whether ac- 
curate or not I do not know), that the 
average rate of wages por year In this 
country was $347 and the average prod- 
uct of each laborer Is valued at $1,888. 


Besides this anomaly we must re- 


member that there were about 1,000,- 
000 men who could not obtain employ- 
ment during the depression of 1882 to 
1885 and a large number In 1893-4. If 
there were signs of steady improve- 
ment, we might make light of these 
figures, but the general tendency (ex- 
cept for temporary reactions) is down- 
ward. Machinery is becoming more 
perfect every day, more and more men 
are thrown out of work in consequence; 
where human beings are still needed 
women and boys are supplanting the 
men, 
and when "hard times" come 


again there will undoubtedly be more 
unemployed than ever. 


I visited a mill some time ago which 


exemplified the progress of industry in 
a striking way. In it they manufactur- 
ed cheap socks for workingmen. There 
were 400 machines, and each machine 
made a complete sock by JUelf in five 
minutes. It began at the ankle, mak- 
ing the sock of blue thread. At the heel 
i£ substituted •white thread and again 
at the toe. Then it cut the thread, 
laid the sock down and commenced on 
another. There was nobody near the 
machine during the operation. lu fact, 
when I came Into the room, which con- 
tained 100 similar machines, I saw no 
one at alL 


Finally1 in the distance I Raw the 


*ead of a small boy, and then another. 
•Jfcere were five boys in the room, 
an<1 


jach watched 20 machine*--a bright 
boy can waU-h 25-and «]) tln-y l.tid to 
do was to oil and clean them, mipply 
new thread when the great (spools were 
exhausted and report any break in the 
Machinery. 
In this factory GO boya 


(there *r«r* several shift*) turned out 


^ 
5,000 dosen pairs of socks a day, or as 
much as 50,000 people could have done 
100 years ago. Each boy did the work 
of 1,000 people. 


Now, the peculiar thing about such 


factories is that they employ so few 
persons, and only boya ami girls at 
that. In this mill the only men were in 
the packing department. If this tend- 
ency goes on, what sb.<8 we do with 
our men? A workman of 40 is super- 
annuated. In such factories as the 
above be is discharged at 20 or so. 
What shall we do with the men? We 
may have to hand them over to the 
street cleaning department to be dump- 
ed out at sea off Coney Island. 


In another century a few hundred 


boys may be able to do all the work of 
New York, and there will be nothing 
human left except small boys and 
stockholders. Meanwhile what shall 
we do with our 5,000 dozen pairs of 
workmen's socks every day, with no 
workmen to wear them or, what 
amounts to the same thing, with no 
money to buy them? Is It not clear 
that we are getting into an industrial 
hole? We must find a market for the 
products which our unemployed cannot 
buy, and that Is the reason why we are 
bagging the Philippines and Cuba aud 
Porto Kico and any old island that 
comes along. If you explore the jun- 
gles of Luzon a year hence, I have no 
doubt you will see half naked savages 
gliding among the trees wearing blue 
socks Tvith wnlte toes and heels.

What would be likely to happen If 


we had free trade, free land, free bank- 
Ing and equal opportunities for all, as 
wi1 might easily have if our affairs 
wore not managed by greed? The mal- 
distribution of the profits of labor Is 
effected in three ways—through rent, 
interest and proflt. The single tax 
would apply rent—that is, ground rent 
or economic rent, the. unearned incre- 
ment of Mill—to the benefit of all. 
Free banking \v ould tend to reduce in- 
terest to the actual cost of banking op- 
eration, and free- trade would tend to 
reduce profits to the actual cost of com- 
mercial operations, and each kind of 
freedom would help each other kind. 
In this way the channels by which the 
just Khare of labor in its products es- 
capes would be stopped up, and e\ery 
man would get the product of his la- 
bor, whether it be manual or mental. 
No wage earner that I have ever met 
objects to the payment in full of the 
value of management and superintend- 
ence. If u captain of industry's serv- 
ices are ivorth $50,000 a year, let him 
havo it, but under juwt and free condi- 
tions it is not likely that any man's 
services would be worth so much. It Is 
because of the war of unnatural com- 
petition produced by the artificial scar- 
city of oppoitunltles for labor, spring- 
ing lu its turn from the monopolies of 
land, Irade, etc., to which wo have re- 
ferred, that great generalship seems 
necessary In our industries. In a time 
of commercial peace and good will the 
task of suporintendeiu-e would be sim- 
ple. 
It would be blmply to serve the 


public and not to get abend of competi- 
tois. 


Yes; It Is the monopoly of opportuni- 


ties that makes the war between capi- 
tal and labor so acute. All the natural 
resources of the country—the land, the 
coal, tho oil, the Iron—are locked up In 
some strong box or other, and if the 
workman loses his job he sees nothing 
but starvation before him, and this of- 
ten makes him desperate. With equal 
opportunities for all there would be 
nothing to be feared In case of dls-

ing It. Employer and employee would 
free that they were mutually necessary 
to each other, and they would esteem 
each other as friends. It is only when 
each party occupies such a point of 
equal vantage that the war between 
capital andrlabor will cense, for neither 
side will be able to oppress the other. 


Meanwhile the war goes on. Capital 


and labor, which ought to be allies aud 
friends, are at sword's point. How is 
the warfare to br> conducted? It is 
hardly necessary to urge forbearance 
upon both Hides, for the unreasonable 
pressing of an advantage on either side 
In the ond does harm to that side. If 
the mills are nwed from McKeesport, 
it will be a serious blow to capital. If 
the strikers have recount to violence, 
it vvlll Injure them most and Influence 
public opinion against them. The pub- 
lic, in so far as it is a disinterested 
spectator, does not want tyranny of 
any kind, either from tho trusts or the 
trades unions, but just at present they 
ere so much more In danger of a capi- 
talistic oligarchy than from trades 
union dictatorship that their interests 
are pretty clearly on the side of the 
under dog. Trades unionism Is a most 
valuable counterpoise to the despotism 
of monopoly. More than that, it is a 
great educational force among the 
wage earners, and within its limits It 
Inculcates comradeship and brother- 
hood. It is teaching the people volun- 
tary co-operation of a kind, and per- 
haps soino day it may develop into a 
self organizing democratic independent 
system of production, although It is not 
yet ripe for this. From every point of 
view It Is to the interest of the public 
that trades unionism should thrive and 
Improve, and to ,thls end It needs tho 
support of public opinion and must 
earn it by its wisdom aud forbearance. 


Tho fundamental Justice of the wage 


earner's case—the importance of ac- 
cording hliu his Jtifct dues—la forcibly 
borne out by the religion which most of 
UH profess. 


Christianity Sprang from the Jewish 


flmn-U, and the Jewish church had its 
origin In a strike'—(he Mrlkc- of the Ue- 
br<>wbookmakers in Egypt—and Moses 
and Anron were the first walking dele- 
k'liU'H on refold. 


The longest of the Ton Command- 


ments was a labor law, fixing a six day 
working wc*k in complete analogy 
with our eight hour statute*, The law 


ef Moses endeavored to secure to every 
citizen an equal right la tho land. The 
prophets, many of them, were agitators 
for the right of the poor, and In the 
New Testament we flid workingmen— 
carpenters and flghermen—establishing 
Christianity on a basis of doing unto 
others ay you would have them do to 
you. 
Every teacher of Christianity 


should be enlisted in the cause of labor 
and of Industrial peace, and fortunate- 
ly not a few of them are. 


But our political faith as well as our 


religion sets up the standard of equal 
rights and equal opportunities. The 
Declaration of Independence 's going 
out of fashion In our foreign dependen- 
cies, but we should at least keep it for 
home consumption. The equal right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness can hardly be said to exist in a 
land of slums ana palaces, of child la- 
bor and unemployed and unexampled 
luxury. To accept the present divided 
condition of our society as a finality Is 
to be untrue not only to our Christian- 
ity, but to our democrat*} - Our political 
democracy Is nothing but a mask be- 
hind which our industrial oligarchy 
hardly tries to hide itself. The real 
power has passed fiom our statehouses 
and city halls and is now centered In 
the counting room and chamber of 
commerce. Unless we can democratize 
this,e our constitutions have become 
useless trappings, aud we may as well 
admit that they ghe us no more assur- 
ance of freedom than did their senates 
and consulships to the subjects of the 
Cffisars. And the first step toward the 
democratization of business is the abo- 
lition of the unjust privileges which it 
enjoys and a free and frank recogni- 
tion of the ills which the wage earners 
suffer in consequence. 


But even to those who turn a deaf 


ear to the plea of religion ana democ- 
racy we can appeal with equal force in 
the name of fair play. Every man wor- 
thy the name must respond to that ap- 
peal. You would not cheat at cards or 
sell out a horse race or refuse an equal 
chance to a rival in an athletic contest. 
Can j ou then consent to play the game 
of life with loaded dice or insist ou ev 
ery handicap that wealth and chance 
hove given you? Is it fair to mutch 
your fcteurn yacht against my leaky 
BCOW, your thoroughbred against my 
broken down nag? A fair field and no 
favor, (his is all that men need for the 
present at any rate. The field is not 
fair, and the fu\ors are sold over the 
counter nt Washington and Albany. 
Until there is a general willingness to 
accord fair play In the relations of life 
the war between capital and labor will 
continue. Its evjls may be mitigated 
and its excesses limited, but it will still 
bo waged. When fair play becomes the 
watchword of trust as well as of trades 
union, then nt last i^e may expect an 
enduring Industrial peace. 


THE COAT OF A SONG. 


Troops For Striker*. 


A Washington special to the New 


York World bays: The commanders of 
the military departments into -which 
the United States will soon be divided 
will be called upon to consider the 
matter of rearranging the assignment 
of the army to posts. 


Although the officials of the war de- 


partment will not acknowledge it, tho 
question of getting troops into the 
large industrial centers where strike 
disturbances cause violations of gener- 
al laws Is one of the points that will be 
carefully considered. 


This discussion may lead to the es- 


tablishment of posts near cities like 
Plttsburg, Cleveland, Buffalo and Bir- 
mingham, where garrisons of from two 
companies to a regiment are likely to 
be kept 


The establishment of big garrisoned 


iwts near industrial centers will also 
si he (he mobilization problem, for all 
of them arc1 abundantly supplied with 
transportation facilities. 


John Burn* and the Trait*. 


My greatest hope for future peace 


and assertion of labor's rights is in 
awakening the public to the scourge of 
such institutions as trusts. They have 
it In their hands, and if rightly man- 
aged the ballot can be made just as ef- 
fective as the bullet. 


Whether the employers be successful 


or not in the present strike the men's 
protest has brought America one step 
nearer to the conviction that the only 
solution of the difficulty is municipali- 
Kation of monopolies and nationaliza- 
tion of trusts. Till tfcat is accomplish- 
ed workers must resist c^ery encroach- 
ment on their rights and improve their 
organizations ami get more and more 
command over the appointment of rul- 
ers.—John Burns.

HANDWRITING EXPERTS. 


In* of Them Explains How They 1>« 
( 
Their -Work. 


It would seem from the frequent «iv 


peaiauce of handwriting experts in the 
courts and the charges they make for 
their services that there mupt be ju>me> 
thing occult about the science «t chlrog- 
raphy and that the ways of the hand- 
writing expert must be queer and devi- 
ous. 
To hear one of these men explain 


his science, however, it all appears excep- 
tionally simple. One of the best known 
of these experts a few days ago explained 
his plan of work in this wise: 


"When a writing of unidentified au- 


thorship is submitted to me, I aim to de- 
tonniue the dissimilarities it exhibits from 
• conventional standard. Every person 
writes with a certain general movement, 
these movements being classified under 
the heads of forearm movements, wrist 
movements and, finger movements. The 
trained eye can see at a glance according 
to what general system the writin^'fa ' 
penned. 


"This anonymous writing we call the 


'suspect.' The suspect is now carefully 
analyzed. Every letter 5n every word ia 
dissected, and each departure from the 
standard is noted. These dissimilarities, 
taken in full, will be invorably found to 
be characteristic of the writer. In spite , 
of himself they will appear to a greater 
or less extent in everything that he writes,. 


"Having thus analyzed the suspect, I 


take up the specimens of known author- 
ship and regarded as being very likely, of < •• 
identical authorship with th« suspect. 
Those specimens we call the exemplars. 
They are analyzed and dissected, just as 
in the case of the suspects. It wilLta., 
very easy in most cases to say that .ceSp 
tain of the exemplars could not have^en, 
penned by the author ot the suspect', and 
after more careful examination it -will be 
possible to say with accuracy whether the 
suspect was written by the writer ot dn'rf' ° 
ol the exemplars, and if so, which one. - 
n> 


"In cases of disguised handwritlng>tha 


difficulty is generally not greatly increase i 
*d. A person simply cannot avoid betray/-.,( 
ing himself iu bis penmanship, and al- 
though he may successfully disguise, a 
few letters, in the main the natural dis- 
similarities from the accepted standard 
•will be evident and unmistakable. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting the 


expert must first determine the method of 
the dispuise so as to know what are the 
real mid what the unreal features of the 
person's regular handwriting which are 
here displayed. Having determined the 
method the rest is easy, for an adjust- 
ment can be made in every case, just as 
the svuveyor allows in his calculations 
for abnormal Influences upon his com- 
pass."—New York Times.

The scenery was Just 
perfectly grand.' "—Washington Post 


Rnlei For llaklnir a. Graceful Plunge 


Into the Water. 


A good diver may occasionally lose his 


balance when taking a high dive, but be- 
ing generally cool headed he can regain it 
or at any rate sufficiently so to pre\ent 
injury to himself, for if he came from a 
great height flat on to his stomach he 
would, we are told, be torn open, most 
probably with fatal results. While this 
piosumably is anatomically possible, it ia 
doubtful whether there is any actual case 
on record among medical and diving au- 
thorities. 


Divers sometimes go deaf through not 


sufficiently protecting the face and head. 
Many find it difficult to drop the head 
sufficiently to get it well between tb« 
arms; the result is they get some tremen- 
dous blows on the head, and if the water 
is btiuck sideways the ear gets most of 
the concussion, and the result will not im' 
probably be a rupture of the mernbran* 
of the tympanum. 
A little medicated 


wool, dipped in oil and placed in the ears, 
is said to be a preventive to such an acci- 
dent, but it is disregarded by most ex- 
perts. 


In diving you must have perfect control 


over yourself or you will get nernous and 
lose your head. Confidence and the prop- 
er amount of practice will make each suc- 
cessive part of the dive more or Icsa 
mechanical. The tension experienced by 
some divers is over when they spring, 
with otheis not until they enter the wa- 
ter. But this is chiefly a matter of tem- 
perament, for others feel no tension what- 
ever and appreciate each part, the filling 
of the lungs with air, the spting, the fall- 
ing through space and the entering and 
cleaving of the water. 


One of the chief dangers of high diving 


is that of coming over on one's back. 
Divers of tea-get the backs of their legs 
fearfully bruised by neglecting to keep 
them quite straight and allowing them to 
bend backward from the knees. 


AVilliam Henry, secretary of the Eng- 


lish Life Saving society, says: "Accord- 
ing to the rules of the Life Saving socie- 
ty, framed for the purpose of the national 
graceful diving competition, a dive is de- 
fined as follows: A leap is made into the 
air. the body is then straightened almost 
horizontal!}', the arms are turned at once 
toward the water and the legs thrown up 
for the downward drop. On entering the 
water the arms must be extended in ad- 
vance of the head, the forefingers must 
be in contact and the palms of the han'd% 
held downward. The thighs and the less ' 
from the hips to the great toes must be 
kept close together and the feet turned 
back. No dive is counted in which the ' 
competitor when entering the water'() 
turns on his back."

The notion that the camera cannot lie 


has become one of the few fixed tenets 
of popular belief; but, while this opinion 
is true in the strictest interpretation of 
the phrase, yet the man behind the lens 
or he who has charge of the developing 
process can so manipulate the unsuspect- 
ing instrument or the equally innocent 
negative that were a camera endowed 
with the sense ofi perception it would 
aever recognize its own handiwork. 


Of late years trick photography and 


fake photographs have become distinct 
features of the photographer's art, and 
effects are easily produced which belie 
the subjects at -which the camera is aim- 
ed. But the question naturally arises, 
How can this be done when the camera 
has to record the impression of things as 
they are? It is by juggling with the per- 
spective or by simple mechanism only 
that these apparent phenomena in the 
photographic Hue are produced. 
- In the first place it is necessary to un- 
derstand that there is a difference be- 
tween trick photography and so called 
"fake" photography. The term "fake" 
photography is applied to the transposi- 
tion of subjects from the original back- 
ground to a new one in which the persou 
or group taken may never have been. It 
is "trick" photography which is tho 
more interesting, as it calls for a certain 
amount of .cleverness and ingenuity on 
the part of the operator. 


One of the best examples of this sort 


of picture takiag is the photographing of 
a person in a bottle. Now of course no 
studio is possessed of a glass bottle lar^e 
enough to hold a human being, and the 
dullest beholder must suspect a trick. 
The explanation, however, of the manner 
iu which it is done is surprisingly simple. 


In this instance a single plate is used. 


Tho subject to be taken in the bottle ia 
first placed in front of a black back- 
ground and taken with a carefully timed 
exposure of just imougli duration to 
bring out the object distinctly. 
Thou 


tho empty bottle is placed against a dark 
background, and, after carefully adjust- 
ing the focus so that the object iirst 
taken may be veil within the lines of the 
nock, bottom and sides of the bottle, a 
picture of this bottle is takon ou the 
same plate at just twice the exposure of 
the lirs>t object photographed. When the 
plate is developed, the bottle naturally 
conies up first, with the first impression 
ucatly inside, as it appears. 


Some few years ago photographers 


wore puzzled and members of the the- 
atrical profession amused by the publi- 
cation of a scries of photographs of pop- 
ular actresses who are noted for their 
ample proportions as much as for their 
ability ^o entertain large audjcnces. But 
in the pictures they were shown with 
sylphliko forms, although the produc- 
tions were unmistakably photographs. 
At first it was claimed that the dccep- 
tlou was caused by the employment of 
mirrors, but in reality it was merely tak- 
ing advantage of one of the elementary 
laws of peispective.

arsenic poisoning in those districts. Ils 
found that arsenic was kept in most of 
the houses in upper Styria under the 
name-of "hydracb," evidently a corrup- 
tion, of "huttenrauch," or furnace smoke. 
His statements made were subsequently 
confirmed from personal observation by 
a Dr. McClngan of Edinburgh, but for 
many years- afterward the arsenic eaters 
•were generally disbelieved in, and it was 
not till 1800 that C. Heise published con- 
vincing evidence.

THE "SOCIAL UNIT." 


It I* the Compel Anew and Not * Itew 


Qotpel That If Xecded—Tl»e Elite 
DUllke and Denounce Every Ad- 
vocate of Improved Conditions.

"The time Is ripe for a new prophet 


who shall call the world back to the 
iiraple lealltlts of life. It is not the 
multiplication of Institutions that \s 
needed, but the concentration of indi- 
viduals. He must find the Ideal by 
transfiguring the common place; he 
must see aud teach the divinity of com- 
mon things. lie should live In the 
world and yet maintain u perfect con- 
secration to au ideal of simplicity, 
spirituality and personal helpfulness. 
He should call men away from the 
senseless rush of luxury, fashion, dissi- 
pation, and turn them to the things of 
the spirit, personal love, thought, beau- 
ty, immediate helpfulness. It is not a 
new gospel that is needed, but the gos- 
pel anew." 


That was published some time ago as 


coming from the pt-n of E. II. Grlggs. 
Even If the man is unknown who can 
fall to admire the nobility of those 
thoughts, who can fall to pant for their 
lealization? 
Some of us may think 


that humanity has had prophet? enough 
to proclaim similar Ideals and e\cu sug- 
gest the processes by which we could 
soon realize them, but humanity does 
not seem to car(- anything for prophets 
or high Ideals, does uot seem inclined to 
Incorporatetiny such Ideals In the fibers 
aud network of our social relations.

None whatsoever but that of 
saying nint-ii to the great multiplicity 
of laws and regulations concocted by a 
few brains, all for the purpose of re- 
pressing what lias been considered the 
c\ll tendencies of the many In opposi- 
tion to tbo supposed good tendencies of 
the few. Can we prove that the bulk 
of those few controlling the destinies 
of each generation have been under the 
lulluouci'of good tendencies. Inclined to 
have them, w illlug or anxious to realize 
them? We cannot. The general results 
of clvlllxation prove just the reverse. 


Only a fe\\ dny» ago the writer re- 


celi-od a letter from an old friend who 
has boi'ii located in Washington for 
over :;it yours undrr government em- 
ployment at u fairly good salary, often 
traveling through the country as an 
agent of the government, constantly In 
direct contact with government otlicers 
of liigh standing aud people In impor- 
tant social positions, lie has never 
been anything of a reformer. He Is 
Hlmply a conservative who does not re- 
fuse to see 1'iicts aud Is willing to rea- 
son conwtly. Iu that letter and in an- 
swer to simn1 quost.oiis 1 assked him re- 
lating to present social conditions he 
aald, "Most of our legislators are pos- 
sessed \\ ith bdilsh purposes, aud many 
of them don't oven see the difference 
between good and bud laws." Few hon- 
est. Intelligent n i n will fall to agree to 
thnt In any confidential talk with other 
friends, aUhouuli they will not be will- 
lug to proclaim such views In public. 


Take now tin- lollovviug other item: 


Thorp U not a single reform writer to- 
day v\ho is uot illsliFxod by the ellto 
cl:ls>os of t'lo nation, by those who 
coutiol tho prugro'.s of today. Those 
writers arc nocusod of unsettling tbe 
minds of tbo \\oiking masses, makiug 
them unl.appy, rentiers, discontented, 
giving tliom Ideas that they cannot 
rightly understand own if what re- 
forir.ers proclaim is right and correct. 
That alcno proves that we have mised- 
ucated the people, since they cannot 
discriminate between right and wrong. 
It also proves that our progress does 
not give to the people at large but a. 
small fragment of what the same prog- 
ress gives to the chosen people in the 
upper social layers, those who are sat- 
Isilod with present conditions and who, 
belir,' comfortable, are contented. Evi- 
dently, then, we have not made tbe 
many comfortable. They would be con- 
teud'd like the few If they were com- 
fortable like tbe few, aud. like the few. 
the many would uot be upset by any 
reform ldc::s If tbe many were well 
fixed up in life like the few.
